A  detail  statement  of  the  number  of  cases  brought 
before  the  Court  is  hereby  submitted,  together  with  a  state¬ 
ment  of  other  activities  that  do  not  result  in  Court  action. 

The  general  routine  work  of  this  department  has  in¬ 
creased  during  the  past  year. 

Over  three  hundred  complaints  were  received  by  this 
department  for  investigation,  this  is  an  item  which  involves 
considerable  time  as  there  is  a  possibility  of  a  violation 
of  law. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact  that  in  1934  only 
18  automobile  accidents  were  investigated,  whereas  in  1935 
we  investigated  46  accidents  in  which  42  persons  were  in¬ 
jured.  These  investigations  also  require  considerable  time 
to  determine  if  there  is  criminal  negligence.  I  am  pleased 
to  report  that  Harwich  has  not  had  a  fatal  accident,  being 
one  of  the  few  towns  in  the  state. 

You  will  note  that  the  number  of  arrests  for  drunk¬ 
enness  has  decreased  from  last  year,  despite  the  fact  that 
Harwich  had  its  second  year  of  liuqor  license. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  a  few  cases  of  a  serious 
nature,  over  which  this  department  had  no  control  until 
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after  it  had  happened,  in  each  case  the  guilty  parties  were 
promptly  apprehended. 

The  night  patrol  has  proven  its  worth  during  the 
past  year,  on  one  occasion  a  life  was  saved  when  a  night 
patrol  officer  found  a  man  overcome  by  carbon  monoxide 
gas. 

The  ordinary  method  of  reporting  arrests  in  the  an¬ 
nual  police  report  is  by  no  means  a  measure  to  determine 
the  efficiency  of  a  police  department. 

This  department  is  trying  to  accomplish  its  purpose 
in  the  prevention  of  crime,  but  when  a  crime  has  been  com¬ 
mitted,  it  is  proper  for  the  police  to  arrest  and  it  is  ful¬ 
filling  its  full  duty  to  the  public.

Through  the  year  1935  Brooks  Library  has  had  a  cir¬ 
culation  of  12,055  books,  2,272  of  the  number  going  to  East, 
South  and  North  Harwich.  Four  hundred  and  fifteen  books 
have  been  added  to  the  library,  one  hundred  ten  being  non- 
-fiction.  Twenty-five  magazines  have  been  subscribed  for 
including  two  subscriptions  of  the  National  Geographic,  one 
of  which  is  kept  for  binding,  the  other  for  circulation  and 
general  enjoyment.  The  Harwich  Independent  has  been 
bound  to  date  and  placed  with  other  years  for  reference. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Bernard  Andrews  the 
library  has  acquired  a  very  splendid  and  expensive  book 
on  Early  American  Pressed  Glass  by  M.  W.  Lee.  Mrs.  Re¬ 
becca  Smith  has  also  presented  books  of  worth  while  non¬ 
fiction. 


Mr.  A.  J.  Mansville  of  Rye,  N.  Y.  gave  the  library 
a  number  of  popular  fiction  books  during  his  visit  last 
summer. 

Another  Rogers  group  has  been  added  to  the  library's 
already  extensive  collection. 

The  trustees  at  this  time  heartily  thank  Miss  Eliza¬ 
beth  Nickerson  of  Harwich  Port  for  the  very  fine  picture, 
beautifully  framed,  of  her  brother-in-law,  Mr.  George  W. 
Nickerson  who  gave  the  fund  $5000  to  the  library,  the  in¬ 
terest  from  that  sum  to  be  used  for  non-fiction  books.

December  27,  1935,  at  Eight  O’clock  P.  M.,  then  and  there 
to  act  on  the  following  Articles : 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  Act  at  said

John  H.  Paine  was  elected  Moderator  and  duly  sworn 
into  office  by  the  Town  Clerk.

MOVED :  That,  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  Water  System,  and  to  enable  the  Town  of 
Harwich  to  secure  the  benefits  of  the  Emergency  Relief  Ap¬ 
propriation  Act  of  1935,  there  be  raised  and  appropriated 
the  sum  of  $260,000.00,  that  there  be  transferred  from  the 
Surplus  Fund  unappropriated  in  the  Treasury  the  sum  of 
$10,000.00,  and  that  the  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum 
of  $150,000.00  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town 
therefor,  under  authority  of  and  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  404  of  the  Acts  of  1935,  said  bonds 
or  notes  to  be  payable  in  not  more  than  20  years  at  such 
term  and  maximum  rate  of  interest  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
state  Emergency  Finance  Board. 

All  moneys  received  by  way  of  grant  from  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  on  account  of  this  project  shall  be  applied 
first  to  meet  the  cost  of  construction  thereof  (including 
preliminary  expenses,  and  any  balance  thereof  shall  be  ap¬ 
plied  to  payment  of  the  loan  herein  authorized. 

The  selectmen  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
accept  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  for  use  in  carrying  out  such 
project  a  Federal  Grant  of  money  pursuant  to  the  Emer¬ 
gency  Relief  Appropriation  Act  of  1935,  and  the  selectmen 
are  authorized  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  said 
project  and  to  enter  into  all  necessary  and  proper  contracts 
and  agreements  in  respect  thereto,  all  subject  to  applicable 
Federal  regulations ;  and  the  selectmen  are  authorized  to  do 
all  other  acts  and  things  necessary  or  convenient  for  ob-

tabling  said  grant,  and  for  making  said  loan,  and  for  con¬ 
struction  of  said  project. 

During  the  debate  on  this  question  which  was  very 
brief  ;  consisting  mainly  of  explanations  of  certain  aspects 
of  the  water  question — such  as  hydrant  rentals,  increased 
tax  rate,  lower  insurance  rates — Mr.  Howard  of  Boston  was 
given  the  privilege  of  the  floor  and  fully  explained  all 
questions  put  before  him.

The  Finance  Committee  recommend  that  this  article 
be  accepted  and  adopted  and  that  the  sum  of  $100.00  be 
taken  from  the  Surplus  Fund  for  this  purpose.  It  was  voted 
that  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Committee  be

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  Instruct

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  place  an 
electric  light  on  Bank  Street,  about  opposite  the  residence 
of  Arthur  W.  Tobey,  Jr.,  and  act  fully  thereon.  By  request. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  install  and  main¬ 
tain  one  street  light  on  Satucket  Road,  Harwichport,  mid¬ 
way  between  Ayer  Lane  and  Pine  Street.  By  request. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  maintain 
a  street  light  at  the  junction  of  Lower  County  Road  and 
Brooks  Road,  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of 
money  for  this  purpose. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  erect  and  maintain 
one  arc  light  in  front  of  the  West  Harwich  Post  Office.  By 
request. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  extend  the  side¬ 
walk  in  North  Harwich,  from  the  Post  Office  to  the  School 
Building,  on  the  South  side  of  Main  Street,  and  act  fully 
thereon. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  ($500.)  Dollars  to  con¬ 
struct  a  sidewalk  to  be  hardened  with  bituminous  concrete 
or  hot  mix,  on  the  East  side  of  Pleasant  Lake  Avenue  in 
Harwich  Center,  from  or  near  the  Exchange  Hall,  thence 
northerly  as  far  as  money  will  go.

Article  57.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  erect  and 
maintain  one  street  light  on  Ayer  Lane,  so-called,  on  poll 
gitmated  at  the  rear  of  Katherine  Sperry  property. 

Article  58.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  ($1,000.)  Dollars  to 
be  expended  in  connection  with  W.P.A.  work,  said  money 
to  be  expended  under  the  supervision  of  the  selectmen.

Superintendent  of  Schools 
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REPORT  OP  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


While  the  various  reports  of  supervisors  and  officials 
show  a  typical  school  year  condition  in  Harwich,  there  is 
a  definite  feeling  that  the  work  of  educational  advance¬ 
ment  is  being  impeded  by  a  lack  of  space  in  our  high  school 
plant. 

In  the  fall  of  the  current  year,  it  was  found  neces¬ 
sary  to  make  some  provision  for  additional  housing  facilities 
and  the  Committee  was  forced  to  make  an  emergency  com¬ 
promise  of  hiring  the  Congregational  Chapel.  This  con¬ 
dition  has  not  been  satisfactory  to  anyone  involved.  Next 
year’s  class  causes  us  to  face  a  further  difficulty  in  that 
there  will  be  a  necessity  for  two  classes  instead  of  one  and 
a  place  for  instrumental  music  as  well.  Realizing  these  con¬ 
ditions  the  Committee  asked  that  a  non-interested,  impar¬ 
tial  investigation  be  made  of  our  school-housing  conditions 
and  that  the  Committee  be  allowed  to  secure  estimates  on 
a  building  to  provide  for  our  needs. 

We  have  made  an  intense  study  of  estimates  for  a 
school  building  such  as  we  feel  is  needed  and  find  that  to 
the  best  of  our  knowledge  such  a  building  can  be  construct¬ 
ed  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $120,000.00  (fully  equipped  but 
exclusive  of  land  costs.  We  have  embodied  our  plans  un¬ 
der  article  41  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  and  we 
present  the  same  for  your  careful  consideration.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Harwich : 

Herewith  I  submit  my  sixth  annual  school  report. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  a  few  changes 
in  the  teaching  staff  and  we  are  still  fortunate  to  have  the 
same  teachers  in  most  of  the  positions. 

Miss  Estelle  K.  Powers,  teacher  of  grades  four,  five 
and  six  at  West  Harwich,  left  at  the  close  of  school  in  June 
to  be  married.  Her  grades  are  now  being  taught  by  Miss 
Catherine  J.  Kelley.  Miss  Kelley  is  a  graduate  of  Mount 
Holyoke  1935.  Mr.  Charles  M.  Davis  resigned  as  teacher 
of  Mathematics  at  the  High  School.  Mr.  Anders  R.  Nelson 
was  secured  to  take  up  the  work.  Mr.  Nelson  is  a  gradu¬ 
ate  of  the  four  year  Practical  Arts  Course  at  Fitchburg 
Teachers’  College,  Class  of  1935.  Miss  Elaine  R.  Towne  re¬ 
signed  as  teacher  of  Latin  and  French  at  the  High  School 
in  consequence  of  her  marriage  during  the  summer.  Miss 
Gertrude  M.  Roscoe  has  filled  this  position  since  the  open¬ 
ing  of  school  in  September.  Miss  Roscoe  is  a  graduate  of 
Tufts  College  1935. 

When  schools  opened  in  September  it  was  found  that 
all  pupils  could  not  be  housed  in  the  High  School  building. 
The  lease  of  the  Chapel  for  use  of  one  division  of  grade 
seven  made  it  necessary  to  secure  another  teacher.  Miss 
Rose  A.  Glynn,  a  graduate  of  the  Household  Arts  Course 
of  Framingham  State  Teachers’  College,  took  up  her  duties 
with  us  on  September  13,  1935.  The  program  at  the  Chapel 
is  conducted  on  the  same  departmental  basis  as  that  of 
the  other  division  of  grade  seven  by  alternation  of  teachers 
with  the  main  building. 

During  the  year  the  introduction  of  the  new  Open 
Door  Language  books  in  the  elementary  grades  has  been 
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completed.  The  New  Day  Arithmetics  have  also  been  sup¬ 
plied  to  all  schools.  The  New  Atwood-Thomas  geography 
texts  have  been  supplied  in  grades  four  to  six  and  Our 
World  Today  by  Stull  and  Hatch  for  Junior  High  School. 
The  above  list  of  books  has  been  in  the  process  of  introduc¬ 
tion  over  several  years  but  with  the  addition  of  this  year’s 
purchases  the  exchange  from  the  old  sets  was  practically 
completed.  Thus  the  language,  geography  and  arithmetic 
texts  are  in  good  condition.  Attention  might  well  be  turn¬ 
ed  toward  reorganizing  and  supplementing  the  history  ma¬ 
terial. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  greatest  good  may  be  de¬ 
rived  from  the  expenditure  of  a  comparitively  small  sum 
each  year  to  build  up  a  reference  library  for  the  use  of  all 
grades  including  the  high  school.  A  textbook  is  necessary 
as  a  basis  from  which  to  work  but  it  is  not  sufficient  to 
cover  the  field  properly.-  When  seeking  information  we 
should  have  access  to  more  material  than  is  to  be  found 
in  any  single  book.  Learning  should  be  an  activity  of  seek¬ 
ing  information  rather  than  of  memorizing  text.  The  ref¬ 
erence  library  is  a  branch  of  our  equipment  which  has  been 
much  neglected  in  the  past. 

I  would  take  this  opportunity  to  recognize  the  steady 
growth  of  interest  in  vocal  music  with  consequent  growth 
in  achievement.  Miss  Patch  has  the  work  well  in  hand  and 
the  results  are  very  gratifying. 

The  children  who  are  taking  instrumental  music  with 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nassi  continue  to  grow  in  ability.  There  has 
not  been  the  growth  in  the  number  of  pupils  who  take 
advantage  of  this  music  which  ought  to  be  apparent.  In 
fact  Mr.  Nassi  reports  that  the  number  is  falling  off.  In 
order  to  make  the  work  available  in  all  sections  of  the  town 
Mrs.  Nassi  is  spending  the  larger  part  of  her  Harwich  time 
at  the  schools  of  North  and  West  Harwich.  Since  the  cold 
weather  has  made  it  impossible  to  use  the  unheated  corri- 
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dor  of  the  school  at  West  Harwich  Mr.  John  T.  Wood  has 
kindly  opened  one  of  his  cabins  on  Monday  morning  for 
the  use  of  the  music  class.  I  would  recommend  that  ar¬ 
rangements  be  made  to  the  end  that  the  payment  of  twenty- 
five  cents  per  child  per  lesson  may  be  discontinued  and  that 
instrumental  lessons  be  established  on  the  same  basis  as 
vocal  lessons,  namely  that  children  be  taught  without  in- 
diviual  charge.  The  cost  of  an  instrument  seems  to  be 
about  all  some  can  afford.  I  would  refer  to  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Nassi  to  me  in  which  he  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  size  of  his  instrumental  classes  increased  during  this 
year  ending  in  June  1935  in  Chatham  from  38  to  58,  in  Or¬ 
leans  from  41  to  60  while  in  Harwich  the  group  decreased 
from  44  to  32.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  25  cent 
lesson  charge  was  discontinued  in  each  of  these  towns  last 
year  while  it  was  maintained  here.  Now  that  the  work  is 
offered  to  all  children  in  town  above  the  fourth  grade  1 
hope  this  charge  may  soon  be  abolished. 

The  work  in  drawing  is  creating  much  interest  and 
the  workmanship  is  rapidly  improving.  Mr.  Greeley  is 
worthy  of  much  appreciation  for  his  very  able  presentation 
of  his  subject.  Teachers  and  children  are  enthusiastic.  The 
work  is  developing  splendidly. 

During  the  past  three  and  one  half  years  Mr.  Carl 
Fraser,  County  4H  Club  leader,  has  devoted  one  day  per 
week  to  wood  working  projects  with  the  boys  of  the  upper 
elementary  grades  and  high  school.  Since  this  work  was 
organized  as  a  4H  Club  he  was  able  to  take  it  on  without 
charge. 

The  interest  manifested  and  the  work  accomplished 
in  the  limited  space  devoted  to  the  shop  is  a  testimonial  to 
the  leadership  of  Mr.  Fraser  and  it  is  significant  in  showing 
the  need  for  its  further  development.  After  the  close  of 
school  in  June  1935  Mr.  Fraser  found  that  he  could  no 
longer  continue  to  teach  this  class. 

Space  should  be  taken  here  to  acknowledge  our  ap- 
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preciation  of  this  fine  work  of  Mr.  Fraser.  We  should  rec¬ 
ognize  the  assistance  of  the  County  Extension  service  in 
its  cooperation  in  organizing  and  carrying  on  this  work 
for  us.  Mr.  Fraser  did  a  fine  job.  He  worked  with  boys, 
tools  and  wood.  He  built  toward  men  and  character.  The 
boys  appreciated  the  opportunity  to  have  the  work  and  to 
know  Mr.  Fraser. 

I  have  attempted  to  make  a  brief  summary  of  a  few 
of  the  activities  and  objectives  of  the  year  that  has  passed. 

In  looking  forward  it  appears  that  there  is  around 
us  an  abundance  of  material  in  the  form  of  fine  growing 
boys  and  girls.  They  are  alert,  active  and  strong.  They 
are  moving  onward.  They  can  not  stay.  Time  turns  days 
into  years.  The  same  force  turns  childhood  to  youth  and 
youth  to  age. 

The  schools  are  supplied  with  the  finest  teachers. 
These  teachers  are  well  trained,  able  and  anxious  to  give 
all  the  service  at  their  command.  The  big  problem  on  the 
horizon  is  space  in  which  to  do  the  work.  The  problem 
of  school  housing  is  not  new  to  us.  It  has  been  the  subject 
of  previous  reports  and  former  discussion.  I  trust  that  it 
may  soon  be  possible  to  give  the  subject  the  attention  that 
it  deserves. 

With  suitable  building  accommodations  home  econ¬ 
omics  and  manual  training  might  be  taught  by  members 
of  our  present  faculty  who  have  been  trained  in  these  spe¬ 
cial  branches. 

The  present  organization  of  courses  is  not  adequate 
nor  efficient.  It  is  limited  because  the  buildings  are  in¬ 
complete  and  unsuited  to  the  need.  The  situation  has  long 
been  recognized  but  action  postponed.  Let  me  ask  that 
you  enlist  the  cooperative  thought  and  effort  of  the  public 
in  the  interest  of  the  children  of  today,  the  men  and  women 
of  tomorrow.

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PRINCIPAL’S  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Because  of  the  fact  that  we  are  hearing  consider¬ 
able  discussion  concerning  the  overcrowded  conditions  in 
the  High  School  building,  I  think  that  I  should  make  a 
plain  statement  of  fact  as  to  just  what  the  situation  is  so 
that  you  and  the  school  committee  and  the  citizens  of  the 
town  may  understand  it  exactly. 

We  hear,  from  various  sources,  that  the  population 
of  the  town  is  not  increasing,  and  that  it  probably  will  re¬ 
main  at  approximately  its  present  level.  Be  that  as  it  may, 
this  fact  remains :  When  I  began  my  duties  as  principal  of 
this  school  eight  years  ago,  there  was  an  enrollment  of  115 
pupils  and  a  faculty  of  6 ;  and  this  Fall  there  was  an  en¬ 
rollment  of  215  and  a  faculty  of  8.  In  these  eight  years 
there  has  been  an  increase  in  enrollment  of  exactly  100  pu¬ 
pils,  and  the  end  is  not  yet. 

A  simple  statement  of  the  condition  existing  now  is: 
There  are  more  pupils  than  there  are  seats. 

Some  one  may  raise  a  question  concerning  putting  in 
more  seats  in  the  existing  space.  During  the  last  few  years, 

8  seats  have  been  added  to  the  seventh  grade  room,  five  to 
the  eighth  grade  room,  ten  to  the  ninth  grade  room,  five 
to  the  tenth  grade  room,  and  eight  to  the  laboratory  which 
serves  as  a  home  room  to  grades  eleven  and  twelve.  There 
isn’t  any  room  to  put  additional  seats.  The  building  is  full. 

In  the  seventh  grade  there  are  62  pupils,  and  the 
seventh  grade  room  has  42  seats.  The  eighth  grade  has  36 
pupils,  and  the  room  has  34  seats.  The  ninth  grade  has  43’ 
pupils,  and  the  room  has  40  seats.  The  tenth  grade  has  32 
pupils,  and  the  room  has  35  seats.  The  eleventh  and  twelfth 
grades  which  use  the  same  room  fyave  an  enrollment  of  42, 
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and  there  are  36  seats.  This  gives  us  a  picture  in  detail 
of  the  conditions. 

Two  years  ago,  when  it  became  apparent  that  this 
situation  was  developing,  the  school  authorities  met  with 
the  Finance  Committee  to  discuss  plans.  It  was  the  con¬ 
census  of  opinion  of  this  meeting  that  nothing  definite  in 
the  way  of  radical  change  should  be  done  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  school  in  the  Fall.  That  the  situation  could  best 
be  handled  when  it  actually  arose. 

The  situation  became  acute  this  September,  and  in 
just  one  week  after  opening  school,  arrangements  had  been 
completed  to  use  the  Chapel,  it  had  been  fitted  out  as  s. 
class  room,  an  additional  teacher  engaged,  and  a  division 
of  grade  seven  occupied  it.  The  -seats  made  available  by 
taking  out  30  pupils  of  grade  seven  eased  the  conditions 
in  the  other  grades. 

I  think  that  I  should  make  a  comment  concerning  the 
Chapel.  To  my  mind,  it  serves  very  well  for  emergency 
housing,  but  it  was  not  designed  for  a  school  room.  I  do 
not  need  to  speak  of  the  lighting,  the  water  system,  or  the 
toilets,  everyone  in  town  is  familiar  with  the  arrangements. 
But  in  regard  to  the  heating,  this  fact  should  be  known. 
During  the  last  cold  spell,  the  temperature  in  the  Chapel  at 
the  time  for  beginning  school  was  46,  the  next  morning  it 
was  48,  and  a  few  days  later  it  was  50.  In  addition  to  this, 
the  temperature  at  the  floor  is  10  degrees  colder  than  it 
is  five  feet  above  the  floor.  This  is  not  a  satisfactory  con¬ 
dition.  The  new  partition  back  of  the  sliding  doors  and 
the  new  base  boards  have  helped,  but  have  not  corrected 
temperature  control. 

Our  orchestra  has  been  holding  its  rehearsals  in  the 
Chapel,  but  have  been  forced  to  secure  new  rooms.  Mr. 
Nassi  took  them  first  to  the  Exchange,  but  there  was  no 
heat.  Then  a  room  in  the  Brdoks  bld'ck  became  available. 
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Because  of  its  distance  from  the  school,  considerable  time  is 
lost  by  the  25  musicians  in  going  to  and  from  the  rehearsals. 

The  above  statements  give  a  simple  and  detailed  story 
of  the  conditions  which  actually  exist  now  in  the  school. 

Let  us  look  ahead  and  see  what  we  expect  next  fall. 

We  expect  to  graduate  a  class  of  twelve.  There  are 
55  pupils  enrolled  in  grade  six.  This  means,  on  paper,  that 
there  will  be  another  increase  in  the  enrollment  of  43  pupils. 
Sear  in  mind  also  that  the  upper  grades  will  have  more 
pupils.  This  will  mean  some  changes  in  the  program  plan¬ 
ning  for  the  school.  For  instance,  grades  eleven  and  twelve 
now  are  combined  to  study  American  History  and  Govern¬ 
ment.  These  classes  next  year  will  number  60  pupils,  and 
so  cannot  be  housed  in  any  one  class-room.  They  will  have 
to  be  divided,  which  means  an  additional  class.  The  Book¬ 
keeping  classes  have  already  outgrown  the  Commercial  room 
which  has  16  seats  and  will  have  to  be  assigned  to  larger 
quarters,  and  we  have  none  vacant.  The  Algebra  and  Ge¬ 
ometry  classes  have  been  combined  and  alternate  in  subject 
matter  each  year,  but  because  of  increasing  size  must  be 
divided  and  will  make  an  additional  class,  with  no  room 
available.  Mr.  Fraser,  the  County  Extension  Agent,  is  no 
longer  available  for  teaching  Manual  Training,  and  these 
classes  are  conducted  by  one  of  our  teachers,  which  takes 
him  out  of  the  building  about  half  of  the  day.  Sewing  has 
been  introduced  for  seventh  and  eighth  grade  girls,  and  they 
are  profiting  wonderfully  by  it,  but  they  will  need  some 
equipment. 

I  am  not  making  any  recommendations  of  any  kind. 
This  detailed  story  of  our  condition  as  it  really  is,  and  the 
expectation  of  enlarged  enrollment  and  additional  classes 
in  the  Fall  should  be  thoroughly  understood  by  all  the  ci¬ 
tizens  of  the  town. 
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When  we  comprehend  that  these  are  not  theories, 
that  it  is  not  propoganda  of  any  sort,  ]?ut  rather  a  simple 

statement  of  fact,  then  we  can  discuss  and  plan  intelligently.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  following  report  is  submitted  for  the  school  year 
of  1935. 

The  objective  of  the  work  this  year  has  been  to  give 
the  child  opportunity  to  express  experiences  common  to  him 
intelligibly  through  plastic,  graphic,  and  construction  med¬ 
iums  guided  by  the  standards  of  representation  and  the  laws 
of  design  and  color. 

An  exhibition  was  arranged  late  last  spring  to  show' 
the  increase  in  the  powder  of  expression  from  grade  to  grade 
as  well  as  individual  progress.  The  individual  development 
was  acquired  through  drawings  done  in  sequence :  starting 
with  a  simple  observation  drawing,  proceeding  to  make  the 
second  drawing  better  after  class  discussion,  exhibition  and 
instruction. 

Elementary  school  class  work  in  art  is  carried  on  by 
the  room  teacher  with  the  guidance  of  outlines,  illustrative 
material,  samples,  and  demonstration  lessons-  The  elemen¬ 
tary  course  is  based  on  standards  set  for  each  grade  in 
deisgn,  color,  representation,  and  construction. 

New  knowledges  of  representation,  color,  design,  and 
lettering  are  presented  in  the  Junior  high  school,  and  the 
work  is  carried  on  under  personal  instruction.  The  study 
of  perspective  is  introduced,  which  leads  to  free  hand  sketch¬ 
ing  of  objects,  using  .drawing  as  a  language,  which  is  an 
asset  in  the  class  room,  home  arrangement,  business  and  in¬ 
dustry.  This  has  been  stressed  in  the  junior  high  school 
and  high  school. 

Art  in  the  high  school  has  given  the  pupil  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  increase  his  ability  and  to  learn  newT  tech- 
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niques  and  mediums.  Proportion,  values,  and  perspective 
are  included  in  connection  with  representation  in  order  that 
better  posters  and  drawings  may  be  achieved.  Design,  color, 
and  lettering  in  the  year’s  work  give  the  student  a  chance 
to  use  these  knowledges  in  school  notebooks,  the  home,  dis¬ 
plays  and  business. 

Commendable  and  profitable  use  of  leisure  time  is 
suggested  through  class  work  such  as:  gesso  work,  tile 
designs,  lamp  shade  decoration,  cartooning,  hooked  rug  de¬ 
signs,  clay  work,  posters,  and  other  mediums  and  methods.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  VOCAL  MUSIC 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Although  the  fundamental  plan  of  work  in  vocal 
music  for  the  grades  necessarily  remains  the  same  from  year 
to  year,  some  variety  is  introduced  for  the  interest  of  both 
teachers  and  pupils.  Most  of  the  rote  songs  taught  from 
September  to  December  were  about  the  people  or  customs 
of  foreign  lands.  These  were  then  sung  by  the  “choir”, 
those  children  in  the  first  and  second  grades  who  can  sing 
a  song  correctly  alone,  as  part  of  the  Christmas  playlet. 
The  other  characters  in  the  pi  ay  were  taken  by  children  in 
the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades,  and  the  play  was  per¬ 
formed  just  before  the  Christmas  holidays. 

With  the  help  of  the  regular  grade  teachers  we  are 
striving  for  greater  independence  in  sight-singing  and  abil¬ 
ity  to  carry  the  tune  alone  in  the  third  and  fourth  grades- 
These  two  years  are  the  time  when  much  drill  work  can 
be  done  laying  a  more  solid  foundation  for  the  future  part¬ 
singing. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  two  and  occasionally  three 
part  singing  of  grades  five  and  six,  they  are  listening  to 
Ernest  La  Prade’s  “Alice  in  Orchestralia”,  a  cleverly  writ¬ 
ten  story  of  the  instruments  of  the  orchestra  and  how  they 
perform.  This  book  is  not  only  interesting  to  the  children, 
but  it  is  also  very  informative,  giving  them  a  better  un¬ 
derstanding  of  and  therefore  more  enjoyment  in  orchestral 
music.  Attention  is  called  to  our  own  orchestras  and  the 
various  instruments  played  by  the  children  here  in  our 
towns. 

Grades  seven  and  eight  are  studying  folk  songs  with 
the  purpose  of  memorizing  the  words  of  as  many  as  pos¬ 
sible  of  these  old  and  favorite  songs.  This  will  enable  them 


to  join  with  their  parents  and  friends  in  informal  commun¬ 
ity  singing.  Two  and  three  part  songs  are  continued  in 
these  grades  although  the  changing  voices  of  the  boys  in 
these  two  years  make  the  third  part  rather  an  uncertainty. 
The  High  School  chorus  goes  on  with  three  and  four  part 
and  unison  singing  using  a  variety  of  songs  in  becoming 
acquainted  with  some  of  the  great  sacred  and  secular  songs 
by  famous  composers,  and  the  singing  of  the  more  familiar 
folk  songs. 

The  Memorial  Day  exercises  around  the  honor  roll 
at  the  Harwich  Center  Church  show  the  degree  of  advance¬ 
ment  of  the  different  grades.  At  that  time  the  first  and 
second  grades  sing  rote  songs,  the  fourth  and  fifth  grades 
present  two  part  songs,  the  sixth  grades  sing  three  part 
songs,  and  last  year  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  assisted 
by  a  few  from  the  High  School  sang  a  four  part  arrange¬ 
ment. 

In  the  past  a  large  and  noil-selective  chorus  has  sung 
at  the  various  Monomausett  concerts,  but  this  year  a  smaller 
and  selected  group  is  preparing  a  cantata  to  be  given  at 
the  concert  in  the  spring.  This  group  will  then  be  doing 
work  comparable  to  that  of  the  orchestra  of  selected  play¬ 
ers,  and  it  will  give  those  who  are  more  advanced  in  their 
singing  an  opportunity  to  use  their  ability  to  greater  ad¬ 
vantage  and  enjoyment. 

Music  is  taught  in  the  schools  to  enrich  the  lives  of 
those  studying  it  and  of  those  in  the  community  who  are 
the  listeners.  Let  us,  therefore,  use  these  young  musicians 
whenever  possible  in  choirs,  entertainments  and  friendly 
informal  gatherings.  It  will  add  to  our  pleasure  and  their 
experience,  training  them  to  take  their  places  as  citizens 
of  the  community  in  the  future.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  INSTRUMENTAL 

MUSIC 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  supervisor  of 
instrumental  music. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  continually  growing  in¬ 
terest  of  the  parents  and  the  pupils  in  instrumental  music. 

This  course  is  no  more  an  innovation.  It  has  stood 
the  test  of  eight  years  in  the  schools  and  it  is  today  an 
established  part  of  our  school  program.  We  are  going  for¬ 
ward.  According  to  reports  our  musical  organizations  are 
the  models  for  other  schools. 

The  valuable  help  rendered  by  Mrs-  Nassi  in  taking 
care  of  practically  all  the  beginners,  individually  and  in 
classes,  makes  it  possible  for  me  to  devote  most  of  my  time 
to  ensemble  work. 

Our  school  orchestras,  from  the  elementary  to  the 
Senior  orchestra,  play  only  the  finest  music  by  the  great 
composers.  This  tends  to  develop  the  pupils’  intellect  and 
enables  them  to  enjoy  fine  music  all  their  life. 

My  greatest  pleasure  is  to  hear  weekly  reports  by 
my  pupils  of  the  fine  works  of  the  masters  they  enjoy  over 
the  radio.  When  they  play  these  masterpieces  themselves, 
then  hear  them  performed  over  the  radio  by  great  orches¬ 
tras  they  get  the  full  enjoyment  of  these  pieces.  This  en¬ 
joyment  is  helped  to  a  great  extent  by  the  work  which  Miss 
Patch  does  with  the  pupils  in  vocal  music. 

Advanced  school  musicians  are  able  to  further  their 
musical  education  by  participating  in  out  of  school  organ¬ 
izations.  Some  of  these  are  the  Cape  Cod  Philharmonic  Or¬ 
chestra,  the  Junior  Community  Band  and  the  Chatham  Band. 
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Regular  musical  activities  of  the  year  besides  the 
annual  concerts  and  graduation  exercises  include  the  All 
Cape  Orchestra  at  Hyannis,  the  two  Monomauset  Concerts 
and  the  Central  and  Lower  Cap6  combined  Orchestra  Con¬ 
certs. 


I  cannot  thank  Mr-  Pratt  enough  for  his  splendid 
assistance  and  advice. 

There  are  forty-nine  pupils  taking  instrumental  music 
in  Harwich  divided 

Senior  Orchestra  25 

Junior  Orchestra  12 

Beginners’  Class  12 

In  addition  to  the  pupils  in  Harwich  Center  and  at 
Harwichport,  Mrs.  Nassi  also  teaches  at  the  North  and  West 
Harwich  Schools. 


I  sincerely  hope  that  Harwich  will  abolish  the  25c 
per  lesson  payment  by  the  pupils.  This  system  injures  the 
growth  and  progress  of  the  classes  as  is  shown  by  the  chart :

THOMAS  NASSI 
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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIANS 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Educators  have  quite  unanimously  placed  health  as 
the  first  and  greatest  objective  of  education. 

At  first  physical  activities  and  athletics  was  thought 
to  be  the  answer  and  to  fulfill  the  required  needs.  That 
it  still  remains  in  schools  shows  its  worth. 

Next  medical  inspection  appeared  on  the  scene  and 
physicians,  nurses  and  dentists  combined  their  efforts  to 
protect  the  lives  of  the  young  people  in  our  schools  and 
to  place  them  in  the  best  possible  physical  condition  to 
receive  and  assimilate  instruction. 

That  these  two  measures  do  not  completely  fill  the 
requirements  is  shown  by  statistics.  Not  more  than  10 — 
20  per  cent  of  the  boys  and  girls  entering  high  school  have 
acquired  and  are  carrying  out  on  the  average  of  75  per  cent 
of  the  recogized  health  habits  all  of  which  they  should  have 
acquired  and  put  into  practice.  These  include  correct  habits 
of  posture,  diet,  elimination,  exercise,  rest,  play  and  clean¬ 
liness  as  well  as  habits  of  mind  which  tend  to  conserve 
rather  than  dissipate  energy. 

There  appears  to  be  need  of  a  new  agency  to  teach 
the  child  to  think  and  act  for  himself  in  matters  of  health. 
The  new  agency  is  health  education  about  which  we  are  to 
hear  more  in  the  future.  It  will  not  displace  physical  ac¬ 
tivities  nor  health  service  but  will  unite  them  for  the  ul¬ 
timate  benefit  of  the  child.  Watch  the  rapid  growth  of 
the  health  education  movement. 

In  our  own  schools  a  generally  better  health  level  is 
noticed  among  the  children  of  the  upper  grades.  We  be- 
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lieve  this  is  due  largely  to  a  health  consciousness  wliich 
the  older  child  develops.  If  this  tendency  will  continue 
we  as  school  physicians  will  be  grateful. 

Compared  to  other  years  this  has  been  a  good  one 
in  general  health  and  freedom  from  serious  epidemic  di¬ 
seases.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  first  major  event  in  the  health  line  happened 
in  March  when  a  Diphtheria  Prevention  Clinic  was  held. 
Dr.  Goff  of  Hyannis  brought  the  County  Equipment  for  our 
use  and  Drs.  Nickerson  and  Rowley  assisted  in  the  admin¬ 
istration  of  the  Toxin  Anti-Toxin.  This  was  given  in  three 
doses,  one  week  apart.  Seventy-nine  children  took  the  treat¬ 
ment.  This  treatment  is  effective  in  95  per  cent  of  the 
cases  done,  for  this  reason  a  schick  test  to  determine 
whether  the  patient  is  immune  to  diphtheria  or  not  is  not 
given  in  clinic  form.  It  is  a  waste  of  time  clinically  and 
we  feel  that  if  families  are  interested  they  will  have  their 
family  doctor  do  this  in  his  office.  At  this  clinic  the  age 
group  that  we  are  particularly  interested  in  reaching  is 
9  months  to  5  ;years  for  at  this  period  one  is  most  suscep¬ 
tible  to  the  disease.  However,  it  is  available  to  all  children 
who  have  not  previously  had  the  treatment. 

The  work  on  the  Dental  Clinic  was  also  started  in 
March  as  Dr.  Turner  of  Marion  arrived  on  the  twentieth 
to  examine  the  children’s  teeth  through  the  first  six  grades. 
The  Barnstable  County  Equipment  was  used  and  the  Clinic 
was  held  in  the  teachers’  room  of  the  High  School  Build¬ 
ing.  Necessary  work  was  done  through  the  fourth  grades 


with  much  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades.

The  Dental  Clinic  is  a  project  of  the  Harwich  Visit¬ 
ing  Nurse  Association.  It  is  held  primarily  to  teach  the 
children : 

1.  To  think  of  the  dentist  as  one’s  friend. 

2.  To  enjoy  the  feeling  of  clean,  well  cared  for  teeth. 

3.  To  know  the  fundamentals  of  the  proper  care  of  the 

teeth. 

4.  To  appreciate  the  value  of  the  dentists’  services. 

5.  To  know  the  value  of  visiting  a  dentist  twice  a  year. 

In  June  Dr.  Nickerson  and  Dr.  Rowley  vaccinated 
28  children.  This  treatment  immunizes  one  against  Small 
Pox.  It  is  one  of  the  requirements  of  the  child)  entering 
school.  Small  Pox  is  such  a  dreaded  disease  that  in  New 
York  City  in  the  crowded  areas  they  advocate  vaccination 
of  the  babies  from  6  to  9  months  of  age. 

Four  children  attended  the  Summer  Camp  at  Pocas- 
set.  They  were  chosen  by  Dr.  Kelley  at  a  previous  clinic 
at  the  Cape  Cod  Hospital  as  cases  who  greatly  needed  the 
summer  treatment.  They  had  their  tonsils  and  adenoids 
removed  while  there.  Three  of  the  cases  responded  mark¬ 
edly  to  the  treatment,  the  other  case  did  not  do  so  well. 
We  feel  that  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  camp  accomplishes 
splendid  results. 

Dr.  Julius  Kelley  of  Barnstable  County  Sanatorium 
had  charge  of  the  Chadwick  Clinic  work  this  year.  This 
clinic  is  for  the  purpose  of  finding  new  Tuberculosis  cases 
and  checking  up  on  the  cases  already  known.  The  work 
was  offered  again  this  year  to  the  children  in  the  seventh, 
ninth  and  eleventh  grades.  There  are  approximately  96 
children  in  these  three  grades  and  only  40  of  these  children 
attended  the  clinic.  We  were  greatly  disappointed  at  the 
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response  because  we  feel  that  our  families  are  letting  a 
fine  opportunity  slip  by.  This  seems  to  be  the  only  way 
to  discover  the  presence  of  Tuberculosis — it  is  a  simple, 
harmless  method,  a  skin  test,  and  an  x-ray.  The  early  dis¬ 
covery  of  cases  means  a  great  deal  in  this  disease  so  that 
proper  treatment  may  be  given.  Won’t  you  help  the  clinic 
to  have  100  per  cent  attendance  in  1936  by  giving  your 
child  permission  to  attend  ?  From  the  40  children  who  were 
given  the  skin  test  16  were  x-rayed.  Nine  of  these  were 
cases  that  are  checked  every  year.  The  x-ray  equipment 
is  portable  and  is  sent  by  the  State  with  a  Technician  who 
takes  the  pictures. 

The  Harwich  Nursing  Association  gave  milk  to  wor¬ 
thy  cases.  These  children  were  selected  by  the  teachers, 
doctors,  and  nurse.  General  condition,  weight  and  home 
conditions  are  taken  into  consideration  when  selecting  the 
children  to  receive  the  milk.  During  the  past  year  4916 
bottles  were  given. 

It  seems  to  me  quite  fitting  at  this  time  to  give  a  word 
of  praise  to  Mrs.  Carr  who  so  effectively  is  serving  hot 
lunches  to  the  children  at  the  Center  schools.  For  a  small 
sum  it  is  possible  to  obtain  an  adequate  hot  noon  meal. 
Many  parents  have  told  me  how  much  they  appreciate  this 
service.  It  is  one  of  the  things  we  have  wanted  for  a  long 
time  but  have  never  been  able  to  get.  We  only  wish  that 
we  had  the  space  to  serve  more  children.
